Electors Told to Vote for Prohi-

FRANKFORT. Ky., Dec. 9.—Because 
the Prohibitionists of Powell County, 
Ky., used the bible as an emblem on 
their. ballots in a recent local option 
election and carried the county, the 
State Court of Appeals yesterday de- 
elared the election -void. On each bal- 
lot was the picture of an open book with 
the words “Holy Bible’ under it. The 
liquor men used the picture of a whisky 
bottle and a glass out of which pro- 
truded the head of a snake for their 
emblem. 

At the first trial witnesses testified 
that they were w&rned that if they 
wanted. to go to heaven they should 
make their mark’ under the Bible. One 
said he w&ated to vote for liquor, but 
feared if he did not heed the sign of

Last Wife Said That.She Was 


Hypnotized Into Midnight 
Wedding. : 





Charles R. Drumond, president of the 
Drummond Realty Co., and scion of a 
wealthy St. Louis family, entered upon 
his third matrimonial venture when he 
was married in the rathskeller at Au- 


tenrieth’s Hotel. at Clayton Thursday 
night. 

The bride signed her name as Helen 
Vance and burst into tears. after sign- 
ing the application for a license. Later 
she wept again as the ceremony was 
concluded, ( 

A big touring car rolled up in front 
of Autenrieth’s at 10 p. m. A man 
identified as Drummond jumped out and 
went into the saloon. He asked where 
he could obtain a marriage license. 

Deputy Clerk Sehaedler was sent for 
and opened his office in the Courthouse. 

Drummond and the young woman 
who had waited for him ‘in the auto- 
mobile crossed the street to the office. 

Uses Assumed Name. 

There Drummond signed the applica- 
tion paper with the,name Charles Ran- 
dali. 

He and his companion returned to Au- 
tenrieth’s, entering the rathskeller. A 
telephone message brought the Rev. 
Charles. Pfeiffer. The minister at first 
refused to perform the ceremony in the 
rathskeller, but Drummond insisted, aft- 
er Pfeiffér had tried to induce the couple 
to go into the dining room. 

When Drummond saw that he could 
not conceal -his identity, as he is well 
known in Clayton, he took several 
friends aside and begged them not to 
tell who he was. One of these men 
says that Drummond offered money to 
him if he pene aerate to keep the 
secret.

Had Another Wife. 
Drummond's first marriage in 1898 fol- 


lowed an elopement to Alton with Miss 


Maude Ringen, daughter of John Rin- 
gen, a wealthy stove manufacturer. He 
was then 20 years old, and his bride 
was a school girl. Three: children, the 
oldest now 10 years old and the young- 
est 4, were born to them. 

The past year’s rapid succession of 
developments in Drummond’s marital 
affairs began Dec. 23 last, when the 
first Mrs. Drummond filed her divorce 
petition in Clayton. 

She charged that he drank to excess, 
squandered his money in bucket shops, 
neglected her and the children, 
treatéd her relatives with .diseourtesy. 
She also said she was, hypnotized. 

Five days later a decree was handed 
down, granting a divorce to Mrs. Drum- 
mond. The case was one of four, tried 
at Clayton at about the same time,

Before the robber could fire again, 
Garven dropped on one knee behind the 
countef. “The robber came sround the 
end of the counter, seized him by the 
shoulder, pointed the revolver at his 
head and commanded him to get up. 

Proprietor Fires on Robber. 

They were in that position when Ger- 
hardt appeared at a door at the top of 
a short flight of steps, leading to apart- 
ments in the rear of the store, occupied 
by his family. He hag been rising from 
bed when he heard the shot in the 
store. He had snatched up his revolver, 
which was. on a chair beside his bed, 
and had rushed to the door in his night- 
clothes. Seeing Garver on one knee, he 
thought the clerk had been wounded 
and he opened fire on the robbers.

Did Not Answer Ad. 

This cook was Kinza Saito, the hated 
Jabanese servant whose presence had 
caused Williamson to flee from. his 
honte as from the yellow peril. Wil- 
liamson did not answer the advertise- 
men: but he is keeping his wife's letter 
to be used as exhibit A, when his wife's 
suit for separate maintenance comes up 
for trial in the Circuit Court. 

He has filed an answer to her peti- 
tiof, saying among other things that he

Williamson who now boards at 4559 
McPherson avenue, looks young for his 
59 years. His bearing is military and 
his Hght hair is merely streaked with 
gray. Two diamond studs gleam in his 
immaculate shirt front and his clothing 
is of fashionable pattern and.cut.

“My present wife was’ named as co- 
respondent by my first wife when she 
sued me for a divorce eight years ago. 
We were then running the Great North- 
ern Hotel at Hot Springs, Ark. My 
wife owned the ground and I owned the 
building, which cost me $65,008. 

Grew Tired of Japanese. 

“I turned the hotel over to my first 
wife on condition that she pay me $3400 
a year. It wasn’t alimony exactly. You 
see, I was entitled to part of the in- 
come from the hotel, seeing that I owned 
the bullding. My first wife still is run- 
ning the hotel. If I had képt posses- 
sion of it tn this eight years I would 
have been $100,000 better off than I am 
now.

‘Gh COURT HOLDS 


Illinois Tribunal Holds That 
Legislature Did Not Ex- 
ceed Authority. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
SPRINGFIELD, Iil., Dec. 9.—An im- 

portant opinion tregarding the powers 

of sanitary districts was handed down 


by the Suprethe Court in the case of} 


John J.. Wise, County Treasurer 4nd 
County Collector of St. Clair County, 
against Walter J. Bowman. 

A judgment had been obtained by 
Wise against Bowman in the County 
Court of St. Clair County. for delinquent 
taxes due to the East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District from Bowman, from 
which: Bowman appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which today affirmed the judg- 
‘ment of the County Court. | 

The East Side Levee and Sanitary Dis- 


ture to construct a levee for the protec- 
tion of the city of Bast St. Louis. The 
principal contention of Bowman was 
that the act was unconstitutional be- 
cause it required that the sanitary dis- 
trict purchase and pay for all levees, 
drains and ditches of ail -drainage dis- 
tricts previously organizad in the terri- 
tory of the ranttary district, take 
charge of the local éraindge districts and 
expend money raised by general taxa- 
tion in paying for improvements which 
have been constructed by special assess- 
ment, and pay the indebtedness of the 
district. 
Unconstitutionality Charged. 

It was further contended by Bowman 
that the act makes no provision for spe- 
cial assessment, but provides only for a 
general tax, and is therefore unconstitu- 
tional. The Supreme Court calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the case for which 
the sanitary district was created was an 
extraordinary one, that it was for the 
purpose of protecting the city of Hast 
St. Louis, with a population of more 
than 60,000 and a territory with a total 
population of more than 100,000, from 
floods, and that it was eompetent >for 
the Legislature to authorize the forma- 


charge of the work and that such a 
work is distinct from that of drainage 
for agricultural purposes. 

The Supreme Court, regarding another 
“No consti- 
tutional objection exists to the power 
of the Legislature to authorize the for- 
mation of two municipal corporations 
in the same territory at the same time 
and for different purposes and to au- 
thorize: them to co-operate as far as it 
is desirable for the accomplishment of 
thelr purposes.”’ 

The Supreme Court also says: ‘We do 
not agree with appeflant that the sec- 
tion in question requires the sanitary dis- 
trict to pay for levees, drains and ditches 
of all drainag® districts within its limits. 
It omy is intended to confer upon .« 
authority to acquire the levees, drains 
and ditches of the drainage district when 
condticive to sanitary purposes. The 
Court recognizes that the purposes ‘of 
the two classes of districts are differ- 


ent.” :

Appropriation of $50,000,000

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—With ° the 
adoption of resolutions clearly outlining 
its attitude of the improvement of 
waterways, and the re-election of Rep- 
resentative Joseph E. Ransdell of Louisi- 


as Secretary-Treasurer, the. National 
‘Rivers and Harbors Congress brought to 
a close today its seventh anoaual con- 


. vention. 


The resolutions commend the attitude 
of President Taft and urged the gnnual 
appropriation of $50,000,000 by Congress 
for the improvement of waterways, to 
be paid out of current revenues where 
possible, otherwise by the issuance and 
sale of bonds. 

It is declared, however, that Congress 
fevors such bond issues only for per- 
manent improvements and that the 
amount of any issue shall be limited to 
the requirement of the year of issue. It 
is urged also that the United States 
Corps of Engineers be increased suf- 
ficiently to adeguately care for the 
projects upon which they will be re- 
quired to pass; and that the powers of 
the Interestate Commerce Commission 
be enlarged to give that body effectual 
authority to regulate competing land 
and water carriers. 

One Pp aph of the resolution 
sete forth the need of immediate at- 
tention to terminal facilities along 
waterways to be impreved and urges 
co-operation with the Government in 
various localities in carrying out im- 
provements. ' 

Senator Lafayette Young of Iowa. 
Mayor John A. Fitzgerald of Bos- 
ton, Gov, Stubbs of Kansas, Joseph 
Seott of California and Judge Fish- 
beck of Chicago, spoke. All of the 
speakerg were enthusiastic in their 
remarks and avowed themselves in 
heerty accord with the slogan of the 
congress, a waterways policy not a 
waterways project.

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SHALL MEATS BE UNTAXED? 


From the New York World. 

If there had been 10 lines tn the Pres- 
ident’s message on the high cost of liv- 
ing, with a recommendation in simple 
justice that meats be placed on the free 
list, does anybody suppose that the Beef 
Trust would have advanced prices 
Wednesday? A cornered market re 
sponds quickly to every impulse and 
tendency. The protest at the polis in 
November was understood. So also 


was the silence at the White House in’ 


December.’ Both found a response in 
the monopoly’s price list. 

A like degree of intelligence on the 
part of the people’s representatives at 
Washington would develop a@ policy as 
to this particular trust which could be 
carried out in 60 days. 

Strangely enough in the legislative de- 
partment the insurgent Republicans ap- 
pear to have agreed to attack only the 
wool schedule of the tariff. Of this Sen- 
ator Aldrich said on May 4, 1909: ‘It 
is the very citadel of the protective sys- 
tem. To reduce that is to destroy the 
whole system.”’. 

In a way every important tariff sched- 
ule is a citadel of monopoly and bar- 
gaining, but meats are as yet only an 
outpost and those wha would serve the 
people in their need will not exhaust 
their energies upon a stronghold when 
the weaker defenses of an iniquity 
quite as objectionable invite assault. The 
tariff citadel may be impregnable. The 
camp of the beleaguered Meat Trust 
should be rushed in a hurry.

THREE KINDS OF WINE 


Breathed Hard ‘While He Put 
Away Champagne, Claret 
and Burgundy.

Bureau of. the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK; Dec. 9.—At the annual 
nreeting of the “American Immortals” 
in the New Theater yesterday, John 
Bigelow, oldest Immortal of them ali, 
began the entertainment, after William 
Dean Howells, president, called the 

meeting to order. 

"IT am going to take you back 47 years 
to a personal recollection,” Mr. Bigelow 
said, as he stepped forward on the 
stage, decorated with laurel wreaths in 
which immortelles glistened. “I was in 
Paris, serving as American Ambassa- 
dor, when I found this nete at my home 
one morning: 

” an eee, Bigelow is. the man he is 
said to be, he will come to breakfast 
with me tomorrow. I cordially press his 
hand. ALEXANDER DUMAS.’ 

Characteristics of a Negro. 

“T accepted the invitation. I found 
my host to be a man with thick neck, 
thick lips, receding foreliead and pos- 
sessing other Ethiopian features which 
told of his partly negro parentage. Dun- 
mas wanted to know if opportunities 
were good for making money in Ameri- 
ca. It was his idea to visit the country 
and perhaps exhibit himself as proof 
of the intellectual attainment possible 


to those with negro blood. He wanted | 


the Government to commission him as 
historian of the Civil War, several chap- 
ters being devoted to the negro prob- 
lam.” 


Bigelow asked Dumas if he could, 


speak English sufficiently well to get 
along in the United States. The author 
summoned a charming young woman 
whom he introduced as his instru 

in the language. Mr. Bigelow immedi- 
ately becamie less enthusiastic over the 
proposed visit, not possessing assurance 
that the famous .French author would 
go to America unaccompanied. 

“He showed me the manuscript of 
his novel “St. Felice,”” which he was 
then writing. There was not an erasure 
or correction on it. ‘I never correct 


my writings,’ he said. ‘If I begin to re- | 


read- my manuscript I always end by 
throwing them into the fire.’ 

“Dumas had no reflective character. 
He was a typical member of the Amer- 
ican race in this; whenever he reflect- 
ed he became confused, just like our 
own American negroes. 

Ate Like an Animal. 
“At our dinner that day we had «a 


learp, a leg of mutton and shell fish with 


tomato sauce. Dumas ate like an ani- 
mal, breathing stentoriously. He drank 
champagne, claret and Burgundy and 
he soon sank into a state of somnolency. 
I felt Ifke the guest of ionor at La Fon- 
taine’s feast of animals. Before I left 
he made me understand that he desired 
the United States Government to en- 
}list his pen in its service, but as a 
friénd warned me that he would borrow 
money from anyone I e him letters 
of introduction to, I never offered him 


‘tany inducements.” 


Dumas attended a reception given by 


‘ithe Duke of Orleans, Mr. Bigelow re- 


counted, and was attended by an 
actress with whom he made: his home. 
He presented the woman to the Duke, 
who said quietly: 

“But you have not introduced me to 


your wife."’ 


This was paramount to an order, so 
Dumas and the actress were married 


soon. ‘
